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FOREWORD 


One  of  the  most  perplexing  problems  connected  with  the 
administration  of  vocational  guidance  is  that  of  finding  in- 
formation about  occupations.   Some  of  this  information  is  in 
bocks  that  are  readily  available.   But  an  important  part  of 
it  exists  only  in  the  form  of  pamphlets.   Particularly  is 
this  true  about  the  more  recently  developed  fields  of  work. 
This  material,  evanescent  in  nature,  often  emanating  from 
obscure  sources,  and  not  indexed  in  the  usual  channels,  is 
likely  to  escape  the  eye  of  the  most  diligent  counselor.   Ac- 
cordingly there  is  real  need  for  this  indexed  bibliography 
which  Miss  Bennett  has  made. 

The  difficulties  encountered  in  making  such  a  compila- 
tion have  been  considerable.   To  search  out  and  verify  the 
hundreds  of  pamphlets  cited  in  this  bibliography  constitute 
a  service  for  which  the  reader  should  render  hearty  thanks 
to  the  compiler  and  to  the  enterprising  publishers. 

In  addition  to  this  immediately  practical  value,  this 
compilation  should  shew  the  imperfect  nature  of  the  informa- 
tion obtainable  about  occupations;  should  reveal  the  gaps 
now  existing  and  should  point  the  way  to  further  steps  which 
should  be  taken  in  the  collection  of  information  which  will 
assist  the  youth  of  this  generation  in  finding  their  way 
through  the  occupational  maze.

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PREFACE 

This  is  a  buying  list  and  index  of  pamphlets  on  occupations  and 
vocational  guidance  available  during  the  past  two  years.   The  body  of 
the  list  is  arranged  alphabetically  by  the  names  of  the  organizations 
from  which  the  materials  may  be  obtained.  For  each  pamphlet  is  given 
title,  author  if  known,  date,  paging,  and  price.  Tf?hen  a  title  is 
followed  by  the  abbreviation  VFS,  it  has  been  listed  in  the  Vertical 
File  Service  catalog  of  pamphlets  (The  H.  W.  Vfilson  Company).   Sub- 
scribers for  the  Vertical  File  Service  may  send  their  orders  for  such 
pamphlets  to  the  Service.  Non-subscribers  should  order  from  the  or- 
ganization. 

Excerpts  from  recent  correspondence  explain  many  of  the  pamphlets 
or  give  first  hand  directions  for  obtaining  further  information.  The 
addresses  have  been  authenticated  thru  correspondence  or  from  other 
reliable  sources. 

This  list  is  arranged  by  source  for  the  convenience  of  the  user 
who  wishes  to  use  it  as  a  buying  list,  complete  information  for  order- 
ing publications  of  each  organization  being  grouped  together.  A  full 
index  shows  readily  which  sources  offer  pamphlets  on  a  particular  oc- 
cupation. By  placing  after  each  pamphlet  in  the  main  list  the  shelf 
classification  number,  subject  head  in  vertical  file,  or  other  code 
symbol  showing  the  location  of  the  pamphlets  to  be  found  in  the  partic- 
ular library,  this  book  may  be  used  as  an  index  to  the  collection  of 
occupational  monographs  in  any  library.  The  subject  index  would  be 
used  to  locate  material  on  the  subject  desired  and  the  check  in  the 
main  list  would  show  which  pamphlets  were  owned  by  the  library. 

Altho  reasonably  complete,  this  book  makes  no  claim  to  list  all 
available  pamphlet  occupational  studies.   Information  concerning  this 
type  of  material  is  elusive  and  constant ly  changing.  Only  a  general 
reference  (p.  36)  is  made  to  the  great  number  of  pamphlets  describing 
occupations  and  put  out  by  correspondence  schools,  and  no  attempt  is 
made  to  include  a  complete  list  of  the  government  publications  valuable 
in  occupational  study  in  addition  to  the  Guidance  Leaflet  Series.  The 
compiler  would  appreciate  notification  of  new  material  and  of  inac- 
curacies in  the  present  list. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  compilation  will  be  a  convenience  to  voca- 
tional guidance  workers  and  librarians  by  eliminating  the  necessity  for 
time-consuming  research  and  correspondence  in  making  a  collection  of 
recent  pamphlets  on  occupations.   I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have 
cooperated  by  furnishing  information  about  the  pamphlets  listed,  and 
those  who  have  given  encouragement  and  advice  in  the  preparation  of 
the  list,  especially  Mr.  Ralph  L.  Rowing  of  the  International  Text- 
book Company,  Fir.  Robert  L.  Hoppock  of  the  National  Occupational  Con- 
ference, and  Dr.  II.  D.  Kitson  of  Teachers'  College,  Columbia  University.

"We  do  not  publish  any  regular  list  of  vocational  bulletins. .. .We  did 
publish  a  reprint  folder  last  year  of  an  article  by  Dr.  Walter  B. 
Pitkin, ' introducing  a  project  which  we  announced  at  that  time  for  high 
school  students,  to  secure  vocational  information  by  personal  interviews. 
...  We  have  only  a  few  of  these  left  but  so  long  as  the  supply  holds  out 
we  should  be  glad  to  furnish  them  on  request. 

"The  project  referred  to  was  not  particularly  successful,  and  the  inter- 
views submitted  did  not  furnish  a  basis  for  a  serious  study  of  vocational 
opportunities.  However,  Dr.  Pitkin's  own  staff  has  been  working  on  the 
problem,  and  from  its  findings  he  has  prepared  for  us  this  year  several 
articles  which  were  published  in  our  issues'  of  March  24,  April  14,  and 
May  26,  1934.  There  is  no  likelihood  that  these  articles  will  be  pub- 
lished in  pamphlet  form,  but  they  do  contain  some  practical  advice  to 
students  on  present  conditions  in  industry  and  probable  openings  in  the 
near  future. 

"We  are  studying  the  whole  field  of  vocational  guidance  closely  with  the 
hope  of  being  able  to  make  some  definite  contribution  in  it  by  high 
school  students.  The  need  is  urgent  and  obvious  and  the  only  reason  we 
have  not  done  more  with  it  is  the  confused  nature  of  expert'  opinion  on 
the  subject  and  the  expense  of  carrying  on  any  thoroughgoing  investiga- 
tion-" -  Kenneth  M.  Gould,  Managing  Editor.
